To the French farmer the 
price which he secures for his sugar-beet, 
though satisfactory in itself, is not the 
only attraction. After the sugar has been 
extracted at the factory the roots are re- 
turned to the grower, and they are a most 
valuable food for cattle. According to 
several authorities, cows fed on the 
“slices "’ yield more milk than those 
fed on any other food. Moreover, sugar- 
beet has a marked effect in increasing the 
production of all other crops with which it 
is grown in rotation. The establishment 
of the sugar industry in the United King- 
dom ‘would be a great national asset. 
With the exception of the United States, 
we are the greatest sugar consumers in 
the world, and at present all our supplies 
are imported. Now, if ever, is the time to 
take: action in the matter. The sugar 
factories in France and Germany, from 
which the bulk of our pre-war imports of 
beet-sugar were drawn, have suffered 
severely, and it will be a long time before 
their output is restored to the old level.

HERR BAUER AND STRIKES. 

A Reuter’s Berlin telegram of Tuesday says— 
Addressing the National Assembiy to-day at 
Berlin, Herr Bauer, Prime Minister, referred 
to the widening of the Government's representa- 
tuve character by the inclusion of the Demo- 
crats in the Government, and announced that, 
in view of the amount of business awaiting the 
National Assembly, new elections to the first 
Reichstag could not be fixed before the spring 
of 1920. The Cabinet’s programme, he said, re- 
mained the same. Regarding the general state 
of public opmion throughout Germany, he was 
able, thankfully end joytully, to say that 
the nation, and particularily the workers, were 
showing a tendency to settle down again to 
work and to the task of consolidating. Even 
political agitators, he continued, still managed 
here and there to get workmen, out of vhe 
workshops. ihe wild unreasoning strike fever 
had passed 

The Government would never touch the right 
lo strike as an economical weapon. He hoped 
that the bill relative to employés’ councils 
would pass unamended. A bill providing for 
economic councils was-being rapidly prepared. 
The Premier also announced legislation provid- 
ing for war invalids and a bill safeguarding the 
eight-hours day. Unemployment relief, which 
had been frequentiy abused, would be 
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organised by the provision of more work fer 
the unemployed, and the legislative establish- 
ment of unemployment insurance. 

Busy calumniators, continued Herr Bauer, 
deny our will to peace and the enormous swing 
round in the German people's state of mind. 
it is the army’ which is cxposed to most mis- 
representations. We need it for the mainten- 
ance of internal order, and to prevent a fore- 
stalling of the decision on the future fate of 
the German territories, where a free, unin- 
fluenced plebiscite’ is to take place. The reduc- 
tign of the Army:to the préscribed minimum 
strength is noí possible before the Peace Treaty 
comes into force. Recruiting ceased some time 
ago, but still have -some- two hundred 
thousand men in the interior, and nearly as 
many.on the Eastern frontiers, a fAgure which 
truly cannot ix lor our former 
enemies, who are still armed io the teeth. 

Ther are naturally still persons with 
monarichist and imperialist views in the Army. 
The Ministry of Defence, however, will prevent 
any abuse of the Army. We want neither: 
nor a Red Army, but a National Guard. 

I declare emphatically that it is our en- 
deavour io keep and fulfil the Peace Treaty to 
the best of our ability, and in all its parts, par- 
ticularly fhe military conditions. Two months 
after the ratification of the Treaty the German 
Army will only number two hundred thousand 
men nol one more, and we will not seek ander 
any mask to obtain a disguised enlargement of 
this figure. The German Government knows no 
secret reservation.

MR. ROBERTS AND 


POINTS THEY HAD FAILED 


TO APPRECIATE, 
Addressing the Industrial League and Council 
in London yesterday, Mr. Roberts, the Food 
Controller, said that he was nreseut at the rail- 
way negotiations, and he declared publicly that 
the agreement signed last Sunday was attain- 
able on the previous Friday week. The Prime 


Minister clearly indicated the direction in which. 


the Government were willing to go, and 
appealed for an extension of time for the 
negotiations, but it was denied. A strike took 
place with the express intention of holding vp 
the community, and thereby compelling the 
Government to yield to force. In these days 
of great federations members should be 
balloted before a cessation of work was 
ordered. The negotiations precedent to the 
strike were conducted behind closed doots. Re- 
cently one of the first claims of the medern 
labour man had been afironied. Secret 
diplomacy had been strongly entrenched. The 
rank and file had been called upon to sacrifice 
and to act merely at the behest of a small 
body of men in authority for the time being, 
who acted as autocratically as any State had 
ever acted, and were leading the people to 
disaster. The complete cutting off of transport 
was swifter and more cruel in its effect that the 
naval.blockade of Germany, but the leaders in 
the railway strike were lacking in imagination, 
and failed “to learn the lesson which the war 
had taught; that a modern country was not 
exclusively dependent upon iis railways. Road 
transport was going to play even a greater part 
in distribution, and failure to recognise that 
was one of the causes of the breakdown of the 
railway strike. i 

Mr. Roberts added that those who used the 


weapon of a national strike did so because they” 


were conscious of being a minority, and were 
anxious to act autocratically. The wage ques- 
tion must be lifted out of the political arena, 
and he believed the workers might now accept 
the assurance that the sense of modern society 
would ensure justice and a square deai for all. 
But wages could only be paid out of produc- 
tion, and there were some groups which took 
more out of industry than they put in. 

Viscount Burnh@, who presided, said that 
he knew the Bolshevik party all over Europe 
had been looking with strained eyes at England 
during the last week. It was firmly believed 
afmong the social revolutionaries that we had 
come to the beginning of the end, but they 
must have been terribly disappointed. 


THE MEDIATORS.

Colgan was born in 1852. He received his early 
education in Aungier street.

Quite re- 
cently he studied marine zoology, and his papers 
in the “Irish Naturalist,” and beautiful draw- 
ings, showed his complete mastery of a subject 
in which he corresponded even with Japanese 
naturalists.

MR. CHURCHILL EXAMINED. 

Great interest was taken yesterday in the 
hearing before the Royal Commission on 
Awards to Inventors of claima made by Maj.- 
General E. D. Swinton, Wing Commander 
Boothby, Commodore M. 8 Sueter, Col. 
Crompton, R.E, (jointly with Mr. Le Gros), 
Commander Perrin, Commodore Barry, Maj. 
Hetherington, Sir E. Tennyson D’Eyncourt, 
Sir William Tritton (jointly with Maj. W. G. 
Wilson), Mr. R. F. Macfie (late R.N.V.B.), 
and Mr. A. O. Nesfield, to bounties from the 
Crown for inventions which have been used 
at various times in the evolution of the tank. 
The old hall of L,ncoln'a Inn was crowded 
with the claimants, their friends, and a bril-: 
liant array of counsel. 

Sir Gordon Hewart, the Attorney-General, 
told in brief the story of the tank from its 
babyhood. The general idea underlying the 
employment of tanks was of extreme anti- 
quity. It was clear, said Sir Gordon Hewars, 
that a great deal of the progress made was 
due to the imagination, energy. ' and, persis- 
tence of the present Secretary for War, Mr.’ 
Churchill. Counsel told of the early War 
Office experiments, and how in July, 1915, 
under Mr.. Churchill's imitiative, Sir William 
Tritton (one of the elainiarite) ondertook the 
building of one complete machine ofthe type 
known as ‘‘ Juggerndut’’ or ‘Little Willie.” 
Construction “Was begun at Lincoln on 
Augúat 11. Later on a larger tree AT 
On December 6 there, was aA com- 
petitive trial at Lincoln between the two 
types, with the result that it was decided 
that the centipede was not only superior, bat 
sufficiently satisfactory to justify an order in 
bulk. Over a hundred tanks were sent to 
France on September 1, 1916, and fifty went 
into action on September 15. 

MR. WINSTON. CHURCHILL'S EVIDENCE. 
Mr. Churchill was then called by the Attor 
rey-General. He said that at the close of 
1914 he did not think that there was any 
novelty in the idea of an armoured vehicle 
passing over trenches. Mr. H. G. Wells, in 
aun‘article written years before, had dealt very 
fully with it, and had exhausted the possibili- 
ties of imagination in this matter, From the 
earliest time in the history of war there 
were repeated examples of engines of this 
character being used for fortified positions.

Aa to the first; the statement in Major Dea- 
kin’s letter of the 15th Septémber is entirely 
erroneous. In April, 1918, the company received 
an order requiring room to be reserved’ for oe 
the 12th May, 1919, the order was modified, and 
thé number made 400, and that is the condition 
of affairs today. Some time ago my company 
suggested that a- further reduction might be 
e in the number, but this was not acceded 
to. In these circumetances a communication 
was addressed to the Board of Trade répresenta- 
tive who acta for Holyhead asking that the 
Ulster and Munster should be remeasured and 
given permission to carry 300 more passéngere, 
so that at least 550 civilians could bo accom- 
modatéd as well as the 400 naval and military 
ratings. A motith ago this was agreed to, but 
for some reason which has not been disclosed 
the matter wag subsequently delayed, and we 
did not teceive the forma! consent of the Board 
of Trade Engineer Surveyor until the 3rd 
instant.: The company waited sill the strixe 
was over to make the announcement, and it is 
hoped that there will not be any further cause 
for disappointment to the travelling public in 
this respect, 

Ae regards the relief mail packet, in reply to 
the company’s letter stating that a veesel would 
be required in August, the Transport Deépart- 
ment, on the 17th July, wrote that by the end 
of the following month some of the Irish Sea 
ships would be ready to resume thoir ordinary 
services, and it would be, therefore, easier to 
provide a relief ship then than earlier in the 
month, The company arranged to keep the 
Munster on until the 30th, but to their surprise 
the Transport Depariment wrote on the 2ist 
August that: they were arranging to send the 
Duke of Cornwall to Holyhead. A reply was 
sent hoping this would not be done, pointing 
out that thé Duke of Cornwall was not only an 
older and smaller vesse! than the Duke of Con- 
naught, but also a slower one. No reply was 
received ta the letter; the Duke of Connaught, 
however, came to, Holyhead. This vessel was 
relieved by the Ulster on the 27th ultimo. In 
ordinary course both mail packets will be able 
to run until the 7th November, when a relief 
vessel will he again required.

Sin,—As a remedy for th: shortage of ithe 
milk uad) in the coming winter, I would sug- 
gest that goat clubs he established at once in 
every. centre where there is a threatened milk 
famine. | can ee from long expe rience that 
some classes of goats milk all the year round, 
kid at all seasons, and can he kept at ahout 
one; tenth of the outlay necessary for the main- 
tenance of a cow.  Í have written for years 
about the vital necessity of keeping up the milk 
supply, but there ie no use in looking for oil 
when the lamp is going out. It is burning very 
low in some paris of Ireland at present. Let 
us look ahead now and see to it at once. Let 
the ery be, “One asre and three goats,’ They 
will do more than one cow and three acres, and 
the milk yield of three good goats will he*more 
than sufficient, for the ordinary needs of a 
small family. | would not wonder if butter and 
cheese could be supplied from the amount 
besides. | have often got one pound of butter 
from e& quart of cream. 

All mothers of large families—the true nation- 
builders—should be able to get milk from na- 
tioval goat clubs at all seasons. Their wants 
should be first supplied. Let adulte use the 
substitutes. The keeping of goate should be 
no difficult matter in Ireland, Many people do 
not know that goats can be kept on the inten. 
sive system with better results than tetherad to 
a barren rock, with no food within reach and 
slowly eterved to death. Out of a herd of 
fifteen milch goats Í can always manage to 
have at least one-third kidding in winter.
